Golden State Is College 
Baseball King For 1958 


Southern California, San Diego 
State Take National Championships 


By ABE CHANIN ; 
California—the Golden State—is the collegiate baseball capital 


of the country for 1958, 


Southern California’s powerful Trojans drove to the NCAA 
championship in the College World Series at Omaha. And the San 
Diego State Aztecs swept to the small schools national championship 


at Alpine, Tex., by capturing the 
National Association of Inter- 
collegiate Athletics tournament. 


IN 1957 the University of Cali- 
fornja’won the College World 
Series while host schoo] Sul Ross 
was the NAIA champion. 

San Diego was an unstoppable 
powerhouse. in the NAIA this 
year, scoring three straight vic- 
tories by scores of 12-1, 17-0 and 
23-9. Coach Charlie Smith’s Az- 
tecs finished the 1958 season with 
a 26-7-1 record. 

Southern California’s perform- 
ance in the College World Series 
was none the less. spectacular. 
The Trojans suffered their first 
shutout of the season when Holy 
Cross scored a 3-0 victory in the 
opening round, 

But USC played it like 
champions as they fought back 
throughout the losers bracket to 
win the title. Only one other 
team (Texas in 1950) was able 
to win the national championship 
after losing a first round game. 


FROM THAT first round USC 
used excellent pitching to win the 
tourney. Bruce Gardner shutout 
Arizona, 4-0; Bob Blakeslee al- 
lowed only 2 hits in a 12-1 thump- 
ing of Colorado State College; 
Gardner came back te step Holy 
Cross, 6-2, on a 6-hitter, 

And then came the two-game 
series with Missouri, the tourney 
surpriser, Coach John (Hi) Sim- 
mons’ Tigers defeated Western 
Michigan, 3-1 on Don Gulick’s 
four -hitter in the first round 


Missouri routed Colorado State, 
11-2 in its second game. Then El- 
mer (Bud) Harbin, a youngster 
who had pitched only 6 1/3 in- 
nings all season because of a sore 
arm, knocked Holy Cross out of 
the championship bracket with a 
4-1 victory. Harbin allowed the 
Crusaders, the top hitting team 
in the tourney, only 5 hits, 

That brought Missouri * up 
against USC on June 18 and the 
Tigers needed only to beat the 
Californians for their second 
College World Series champion- 
ship,

And in the second inning 
Gardner opened the doors when 
he made a wild throw past third 
base and two Missouri runs 
seored. The Tigers scored two 
more in the inning and held a 
4-0 lead.

L. C. (Cap) Timm, president 
of the American Association of 
College Baseball Coaches, told 
‘an open meeting of his group 
at Omaha that “we are closer 
to renegotiations than at any 
previous time.” 


“I am very optimistic,” said 
the Iowa State baseball coach, 
“that we will have some kind 


of action before the winter 
meetings in Cincinnati.”

baseball on a cold night. And April nights are usually cold. 
Second, this early in the season you have little to sell. 
I don’t mean the product is poor. 


boys or colorful characters. You can’t tell us and so we can’t 
tell the public. 

There’s no getting around it. You have to sell college 
baseball. And in the past, college baseball men have done a 
pretty poor job of it. Baseball’s hard to sell. I’ll admit, most 
of you have a tough time selling even your students and col- 
lege administrations. Check your scholarship list against 
those of your football or basketball coach. And, since your 
students are less interested, when they become alumni they’re 
not as quick to contribute. 

Baseball is the oldest of three major college sports’ (foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball). Yet, baseball has let these up- 
starts out-glamorize them and steal the public interest. 

College Season Is Too Short 

Sure, college baseball works under a handicap. One is 
the short season. Even in the alleged sunny South, it’s mid- 
April or early May before the weather gets decent. I shudder 
to think of baseball in Massachusetts. When the weather 
does get good, there’s only about a month before exams. 

Second, professional baseball is a stern competitor. The 
pros attract more fan interest than the colleges and there’s 
the never-ending battle of the pro scouts signing players be- 
fore they finish college. 

Personally, I think the college coaches are getting mad 
at the wrong people when they jump on the scouts. So long 
as it’s legal to sign a collegian you can’t blame the scouts. 
If one man passes up a good player, someone else will get 
him. The fellows you coaches want to change are the owners 
who make the rules and pay the scouts salaries. 

Why do football and basketball have less trouble than 
baseball in this? I believe the basic reason is that pro football 
and basketball men think they’ll get a better. product if they 
wait until the athlete graduates. Baseball men do not. Part 
of this is the theory that only a professional team can train a 
professional baseball player. That may have been true once 
but with so many ex-pros coaching college baseball, it’s not 
so now. Or at least it wouldn’t be if the coaches had time to 
work. 

All of which leads to the rather obvious fact that college 
baseball must extend its season. The only solution is to have 
a summer program. With most colleges in session the year 
around, that would take very little adjustment. 

A Little Imagination Helps Too 

How, though, are you going to sell the general fan? 
Football and basketball sold themselves by jazzing up the 
product. Remember a fellow named Knute Rockne who 
coached at Notre Dame? He saw a chorus line in a Chicago 
theatre and adapted it to his football backfield. Most people 
thought he was crazy at first but it was the basis for the 

. wide-open, speededup style of play which has built college 
football to a big-time business. And who would watch one 
of the slow-moving old-style basketball games? Nope, basket- 
ball had to change to meet fan interest. 

Baseball must too, Steps are already being taken to 
speed up the game. The Classic rule ending games at two 
hours and 15 miriutes is good. It should be season long. 

Second, college baseball needs promotion. It needs color- 
ful characters, properly exploited and sold to the public. Sure, 
the fans flock to see Ted Williams and Mickey Mantle. Don’t 

forget, though, that a good job of promotion was. done to 
make the fans want to see these men. 

What about some post-season game promotions? Is the 
ACC better than the Ivy League? How about an all-star 
game to prove it. How would a team of college seniors stack 
up against one of the teams from the pro’s rookie league?
